Ando teaches a memory and determination means, e.g., computing unit 10 and concentration indicator 1 1 , for 
determining hydrogen peroxide concentration continously over time (see, e.g., col. 8, line 52 - col. 9, line 10; figures 3 
and 6 ). The computing apparatus of Ando inherently has the capability of storing response data as a function of time. 
Guiseppe-Elie '934 teaches the concept of slope values indicating hydrogen peroxide concentration (see, e.g., col. 22, 
line 41 - col. 24, line 21 ; figure 10) . As shown in figure 10, the change in conductivity of the sensing material over time 
yields a slope value that indicates a specific hydrogen peroxide concentration . 
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
